Japan andthe reyal house of Denmark | 
may be said to have begun their career | 
as lactors among civilized nations at 
the same time.

The King’s oldest son, the Duke of 
Sparta, is married to a sister of the 
German war lord, Sudden William. 
His second son, Prince George, who has 
now gone to Crete with the Grecian 
torpedo fleet, is a young man of great 
personal courage and large physique.

Czarovitch, now Nicholas IL. of Russia, 
was attacked by a Japanese fanatic, 


saved the future Emperor's life by seiz 
ing the would-be assassin in his vice- 
like grip.

MILITARY CARRIER PIGEONS. 


The English Army toe b Supplied with 
Bird Messengers—Facts About Pigeons 
Sprrd. 

Following in the footsteps of all 
other European governments, Eng- 
land has arranged for the use of car- 
rier pigeons in the army. In time of 
war it is urged: that these swift couri- 
ers of the air can be used when rail- 
way, telegraph, messengers and other 
usual means are cut off, and pigeon 
lofts will be established at suitable 
places where they will prove most ef- 
fective. In the beginning England 
will have but few birds, but more will 
be added as time and money will per- 
mit. 

Germany has the most complete car- 
rier-pigeon service of any country in 
the world. There is hardly a town 
of any importance in the German Em- 
Ere that hasn't a pigeon loft, and the 

‘rman Emperor annually distributes 
numerous prizes for long and rapid 
flighers. ‘The annual appropriation for 
the pigeons in the army budget is about 
$6000. France has more birds than 
Germany and spends $20,000 a year in 
maintaining them, but they are not 
so well ieertbatted: There are scores 
of private lofts in Germa ny that will 
be at the service of the Government 
in time of need. France learned the 
value of pigeons during the siege of 
Paris, when they were used to con- 
vey messages to the seat of govern- 
ment at Tours. Nearly fifty messages 
Were successfully despatched Samar ~ the 
siege, and since then the value of the 
pigeons has nat been questioned. 

It seems that carrier poor are not 
able to make the speed that is popu- 
larly supposed. German experts say 
that the average pigeon can fly thirty- 
five miles an hour and not more.

COMBS AND BRUSHES. 


For the sake of the hair if not for 


cleanliness, combs and brushes in daily 
use need feequent washing. There are 
few things so disgusiing as a greasy 
comb or brush fiiled with hair. No one 
with a particle of neatness about him- 
self would put away a comb og brush 
after using them without first remov- 
ing the hair. Even if no other person 
uses the same articles everyone can af- 
ford to be clean. Some people have an 


. ten minutes. 


idea that a hair brush would be ruin-_ 


ed if put into water, but they are mis- 
taken. It takes buta few minutes to 
wash a numb-=r of combs and brushes, 


and someone should always attend to, 


that in every house. 

Hot water in which a little am- 
monia has been mixed is best. Use 
plenty of strong soap, and wash two 
brushes at a time. Take one in each 
band and rub them together. The bris- 
tles of each interlace and they become 
cleaner that way than in any other. 
Rinse them weil and remove as much 
of the water as poss.ble. Set them, bris- 
tles down, in the sun and wind to dry, 
or put them near the stove where they 
will dry quickly. The sooner they be- 
come dry, the alee Combs need a 
similar treatment very often. Brush-

newly baked cale by putting it in a 
tin, covering the tin with another pan 
and leaving the whole in a warm oven 
about twenty minutes. 

To boil meat so us to retain the 
juices and soluble salts, and yet cook 
it sufficiently, it should be plunged in- 
to boiling water and boiled rapidly for 
After this fast cooking 
the kettle must be pushed over to the 
back of the fire, where its contents 
will simmer gently. This tends to 
coagulate the outer rind of the meat 
so that the juices cannot escape. If 
meat be treated in this manner, the 
inside will be found juicy and tender, 
but if the meat is allowed to boil, it 
will be found hard and chippy, the good- 
ness having all boiled out of it. 

Another housekeeper says the proper 
way to cleanse black or drab colored 
stockings of cotton or lisle thread is to 
wash them in bran water. Tie the 
bran in a muslin bag and shake this 
bag about in het water until the wa- 
ter is a lather. Vash the stockings 
in this water and then wrap them in 
cloths and wring well Shake the stock- 
ings out and dry quickly before the 
Stockings washed in this way re- 
tain their color.

most home-made rugs. Cut out a piece 


of the ticking of sufficient size to make 
a rug. Cut all the pieces of woollen 


two inches square. Fold each square 
into a double boxpleat. Crease it in 
the middle, and, as fast as you pre- 
pare them, sew these little pleais on 


fine and cook it until soft, in just 
enough water to keep it from burning. 
Keep {t covered close, as the steam 
cooks it. When soft, season it with 
pepper and salt. Blend one table- 
spoonful of good mustard in enough 
vinegar to make it smooth; and to it 
two eggs weil beaten, and stir well 
then stir it into a large teacupful of 
good vinegar and pour the whole over 
the cabbage, then add a pieee of but- 
ter twice ‘he size of an egg.

APPLE-GROWING. 


At the present time when strong com- 
petition and over-production are the 
ruie, farmers ure compelled to regard 
quality, rather than quantity, in the 
| raising of fruit as well as in everything

teract, it requires regular and persis- 
on the part of the grower 
well as intelligent application of 
labor, to produce anything near per- 
fection in the fruit he wishes to put 
upon the market. The three princi- 
pal elements that enter into and are 
absolutely required in perfecting fruit 
are good gultivation, a free applica- 
tion of proper fertilizers, and judicious 
pruning to admit the sun’s rays to all 
parts of the tree. While the first two 
requisites are often complied with, the 
last—which is quite as essential—is 
usually imperfecily done if not wholly: 
And it. is the object of this articie to 
call your atteution to this important 
fact. In looking at Downing’s descrip~ 
tion of some of the standard varieties 
of apples one notices the Northern Spy 
is classed as “a large, conical apple; in 
the shade greenish or pale yellow, in 
the sun covered with light and dark 
stripes of purplish red.” Now here is 
one of the bestapples for all purposes 
grown, and rarely do we see it brought 
to anything like perfection; rather, it 
is generally of a greenish yellow with 
very little red, and insipid as to flavor. 
With the knowledge we possess, a tree 
of this variety may be made to not 
only produce apples in which the red 
largely predominates, ut many of 
which shall be completely covered with 
dark crimson and of exquisite flavor. 
There are two ways in which this can 
be attained: One by the purscry-growp 
tree, the other by grafting, which, I 
think, is preferable for this particular 
variety. i 

Assuming that your tree is two years 
from the nursery and properly grown; 
you find it headed not less than five 
feet from the ground, with from three 
to four branches. two feet in length. 
These branches will containonan aver- 
age eighty buds each or about 100 in 
all. Should two-thirds of the buds pro- 
duce growth, we should have seventy- 
five branches onthe young tree at the 
end of the third year, and probably 200 
or 300 at the end of the fourth. It must 
be apparent! to the most inexperienced 
that that condition cannot prevail, if we 
expect to bave fruit of even medium 
quality. But beginning with the three 
branches afore mentioned, we shorten it 
at least one-third, leaving the terminal 
bud on the under side of the limb and 
rub offall buds on the upper side and 


nearly allonthe lower, asthis variety 
is persistent in its efforts to produce an 
upright close head. Your tree will also 
need to be watched during the summer, 
and pruned to prevent any crowding, 
always remembering to leave the ter- 
minal bud on the lower side when 
shertening-in, to induce a spreading 
head. This process must be continued. 
yearly or well into the bearing period. 
Many of you have in your orchard trees 
of early varieties, like Astrachan, Sour 
Bough, Primate, Yellow Transparent, 
ete. These varieties mature early and 
last but a short time, and generally a 
large portion is not needed. Suppose 
on the south side of the tree of each 
variety you insert a graft of the Spy, 
andasit develops observe directions in 
pruning as before described. Now here 
we have conditions favorable for the 
most perfect development of the fruit. 
By the middle of summer the early fruit 
is gone while theapples onthe branch 
containing the Spy are only partially 
grown, and from this time until their 
period of ripening they ‘have the 
strength of the entire tree to perfect 
them. The habit of the other portion 
of the tree being of a different nature. 
the foliage is less dense, and 
the fruit being exposed to the 
warm rays of the sun from the south 
and west, receives that property nec- 
essary for the coloring and flavor of 
this excellent fruit. I do not wish to 
be understood as saying that because 
an apple is highly colored it is neces- 
sarily good. Far from it. But what D 
do desire to siy 1s that. of the many 
excellent parti-colored varieties that 
juxt in proportion as the eolor in- 
creases just in the same degree the 
flavor is improved.

Lucretia Hillman’s Vow Not te Speak Until

Lucretia Hillman, of Jacobstown, N. 
J., has not spoken a word toa human be- 
ing in ten years, and if she is faithful 
to her vow the chances are she will re- 
main 
death. She is unmarried, but is 
capable of taking care of herself, 
and has done so for a quarter of a 
century with great success. She is now 
about forty-five years old, and bas a 
mind of her own. 

Miss Hillman got into trouble ten 
years ago, and the trouble is responsi- 
ble for her speechlessness. She has 
always had the idea that the women 
who pay taxes should have the privi- 
lege of voting. In 1886 she refused to 
pay her tax assessment, and it was not 
until she was threatened with incarcéer- 
ation in the county jail that she hand- 
ed over the money. When she had de- 
livered the cash and received a re- 
ceipt for it, she rated her right hand 
over her head and declared that she 
would work from that hour to bring 
about woman suffrage, and until the 
right of franchise had been granted to 
women she would not utter a word 
to humankind.

She has con- 
tributed a good deal of money to the 
cause of woman suffrage and feels sure

The gray wolf is a creature of the 
storm, many think, because it is so 
fierce, and because like the eagle, it 
plays in strong winds, seeking the ex- 
posed places, and delighting ta get on 
some point of rock where the gale blows 
most fiercely. One man says in the 
Forest and Stream that it requires an 
expert to distinguish between a wolf’s 
howl and the shrieking of a_ high 
wind.
